Artillery Smashes Great Karl Marx Apart- 


ment Building Which Houses 2,000 Families 
—Chancellor Dollfuss' Forces Strive to Put 
Down Bloody Rebellion of Socialists. 


VIENNA, Feb. 13 — (AP) 


—Unofficial estimates of the 
dead in Austria's civil war at 
7:30 o'clock tonight said at 
least 500 had been killed, while 
rumors, with some basis of 
plausibility, placed the total 
as high as 2,000. 


VIENNA, Feb. 
13—*fP)—Unofficial 
estimates 
today 
indicated 
that 


not less than 500 persons—on both 
sides—had been killed in the civil 
war between socialists and the gov- 
ernment of Chancellor Engelbert 
Dollfuss. 
The estimates were gathered from 
•11 directions as well as could be 
obtained through wrecked commun- 
ication lines and despite the fact 
that the government was issuing no 
official list. 
Previously, the best obtainable 


figures had set the list at some- 
where between 129 and 200. 
No one attempted to estimate 


how many persons may have been 
Jailed 
when 
government 
forces 
shelled the great Karl Marx apart- 
ment house here in Vienna. It was 
built to house 2,000 families. 
The street fighting was so severe 
in the region of the 
apartment 


house that it was impossible 
to 


penetrate. 
It was feared that women and 
children might have been trapped 
when two floors of the huge build- 
ing collapsed under the deadly rain 
of shells from howitzers. 
At the same time it was consid- 
ered possible that the socialists 
fighting there had withdrawn the 
women and children from the area 
wrecked by the shells. 
Elsewhere in the country, fight- 
ing apparently had not decreased. 
But in Vienna, the stronghold of 
the socialist party in the nation, it 
was worst of all . 
Here, no one knows exactly how 


many have been killed. 
The 
howitzers 
apparently 


smashed 
the third and fourth 
floors of the 
greatest 
apartment 
building in Europe. The middle 
arch collapsed.

The shelling 
of the 
$4,000,000 
structure was only one corner of 
the aspect of Austria today while 
the forces of Chancellor Engelbert 
Dollfuss struggled through bloody 
streets to put down the rebellion 
of the socialist party. 
Apparently at 
least 
200 have 
been killed outside Vienna. 
Battles raged at Steyr, Graz and 
Linz, as well as Vienna. 
At Steyr sharp fighting broke out

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—(AP)— 


Republican attempts to insert into 
the Congressional Record the pro- 
test from Charles A. Lindbergh to 
the president about air mail con- 
tracts cancellation today forced 
democratic leaders to adjourn the 
house shortly before 1:30 in the 
afternoon. 
Representative Fish, republican, 


New York, tried to get the letter 
accepted for the Record, with the 
house at the time engaged on very 
minor legislation. 
The democratic leader, Byrns of 
Tennessee, was among the many 
who shouted. "Object." 
Then, when the house proceeded 
with its consieration of private bills, 
which require unanimous consent, 
as did the attempted Fish insertion, 
Fish objected to four bills in a row. 
Fish Is Stubborn. 
Whereupon Byrns asked If such 
tactics were to be carried on. Fish 
said, "Yes," that is, unless he had 
his way on the Lindbergh letter. 
Piqued, Byrns would not give in. 
He moved adjournment. It was 
carried, and for the second time in 
a week such an impasse had forced 
the leaders to abandon their plans. 


Amid the many comments on 
Lindbergh's letter and the white 
house attitude toward it. Speaker 
Rainey said he thought the aviator 
had been tactless in having the let- 
ter published before it was received 
at the white house. 
Criticised and Defended. 
Meanwhile, Lindbergh was both 
criticised and defended on Capitol 
hill as a. result of his telegram to 
the president. 
Chairman 
McKellar, 
democrat, 
Tennessee, of the senate postoffice 
committee, said: 
."I think he made a mistake. He 
was connected with an air concern 
that gave him $250.000 in stock and 
he was interested in that concern." 
On the other hand. Senator Van- 
denberg. republican, Michigan, said: 


"I decline to reject him as Amer- 
ica's premier aviation 
authority 
simply because he happened to dis- 
agree with an executive order. He 
is entitled to his day in court as 
everybody else. I am emphatically 
in favor of this drastic investiga- 
tion into the air situation. I hope 
they run the laundry to the bitter 
end." 
"I don't know why this whipper- 


snapper of a kid should take a 
beanshooter and aggravate the pres- 
ident." said Representative Shoe- 
maker, farmer-labor, Minnesota.

He was an atte advocate, 
as fair and just in attack as in de- 
fense. He was filled with a certain 
passion for truth." 
"If he was positive in his opin- 
ions."* Rev. Macpherson went on. -it 
was not because he was a victim ot 
unwarranted prejudices but because 
he knew how to sift evidence so as 
to get at the truth. He was bold 
and original. He was always; filled 
with a deep and tender emotion 
which expressed itself with a con- 
cern for those less privileged than 
he was 
He was often known to 


make daily calls at the homes ot 
children in his neighborhood, whom 
he knew to be ill." 
Rev. Ervine Inglis. who assisted 
Rev. Macpherson. eulogized 
Mr 


McNerney as a man with intense 
neighborly instincts and profound 
home relationships, "His relation- 
ship with his wife through the years 
that we have known him has been 
almost unique. He depended upon 
her a great deal for many things. 


"When she died about a rear ago." 
Rev. Inglis continued "It was a 
blow from which he could not re- 
cover He never entirely shook off 
the need he felt for her because 
they were so close togthr."

Friend Calls To Visit and 
Discovers Body Slumped 


In Chair. 


Mathew Scott. 83. was found dead 


in his room, 2059 O street, when a 
friend. Orin Prosser, 421 South 
Twenty-second street, called to pay 
him a visit Tuesday morning. Death 
apparently was due to heart attack, 
according to Deputy Sheriff James 
Davis and Officer William Maunier, 
who investigated. 
Scott, who was last seen alive 


about 4 o'clock Monday afternoon 
when he went to a neighborhood 
restaurant to buy some tobacco, 
probably died early Monday eve- 
nine the officers said. The body 
was lumped in a chair, indicating 
that Scott may have died in his 
sleep. 
Friends of the elderly man said 
that he suffered from asthma. Scott 
was partly blind and received a 
pension for the disability. During 
the past few days he had com- 
plained to Prosser and others that 
he didn't feel well.

Other Bodies Plan Test 


Of New Delinquent 


Tax Law. 


The Lincoln school board Tuesday 
morning instructed its attorneys to 
correspond 
/ith 
the 
Scottsbluff 


board relative to filing a test case 
on the state law which provides 
that delinquent taxes paid after the 
fiscal year shall be paid into a bond 
sinking fund. 
The board designated Paul F. 
Good and R. O. Williams to In- 
vestigate the legal foundation on 
which the Scottsbluff district would 
base such a suit. A l.etter was re- 
ceived from Supt. A. L. Burnham 
at Scottsbluff, asking the Lincoln 
district to join in such a suit. Mr. 
Good pointed out that no legal 
foundation was established. 
"I have considered this problem," 
Mr. Good said, "and I have as yet 
come to no conclusion concerning 
it. I have mulled over several pos- 
sible grounds upon which a suit 
might be based, but none of them 
appeals to me as the right one." 
He stated that he believed such a 
suit might be worked out, however. 


The board indicated that it would 
be glad to interest itself in such a 
move, but pointed out that other 
governmental units, especially Doug- 
las county and the 
Scottsbluff 
school district, were more vitally 
concerned. Mr. Good declared that 
persons hostile to the school system 
could insure that their tax money 
would not be used to operate the 
schools by paying their taxes after 
the date on which they become due. 
He said he had heard of cases of 
this nature. 
Supt. M. C. Letter told the board 
that in his opinion the money re- 
ceived from the delinquent tax 
source was usually just about what 
was set aside for bond retirement. 
He suggested that the problem 
might be solved by merely budgeting 
nothing for the retirement of bonds. 


The board has been perplexed for 
some time in regard to this problem, 
fearing that it would disrupt its. 
bond retirement plan which pro- 
vides that about $4,500,000 of in- 
debtedness will be wiped out at the 
rate of about $200,000 a year. 
State School Fund 


Buys $100,000 Bonds 
At Hastings Auction 


One hundred thousand dollars of 
Hastings municipal bonds to be is- 
sued in March for storm sewer con- 
struct:on was purchased by State 
Treasurer Hall at auction sale in 
that city Monday evening, as an in- 
vestment for educational trust funds 
of Nebraska, on his bid price of 355 
per cent interest. The deal was rati- 
fied Tuesday morning by the state 
board of investment at a meeting 
held in Governor Bryan's office. 
The securities will run tat 20 


years from the date of March 1 and 
will be paid for upon delivery. 
Money to buy them is now on hand 
in the permanent school fund and 
other funds. 
Hastings is proceeding with its 
sewer project under a 30 per cent 
grant made by the federal public 
works administration. It has also 
been aided by allotments of CWA 
funds for labor in connection with 
this and related projects. The 
$100,000 received from the state will 
go mainly to pufchase materials. 
The Hastings council had called 


for sealed bids, but it decided Mon- 
day evening to return them, un- 
opened to the bidders and put the 
bonds up at auction instead. State 
Treasurer Hall had submitted a 
proposal in writing to take the 
bonds on a 4 per cent interest basis, 
but made an oral offer slightly bet- 
ter than that.

In his "report" Monday. Bollen 


declared that the reason the North-

information 
relative to plant investment, reve- 
nue and operating expenses of the 
individual exchanges.

and south, affecting both the live- 
stock and cotton industry. We can 
far better assume this small tax 
than help destroy" the basic in- 
dustry of the nation."

Max L. Walker of Omaha, and 


George Webster, field secretary of 
the national society, were the speak- 
ers Monday afternoon. Walker pre- 
dicted a 30-hour week for cleaners 
in the near future, and licensing of 
plants if the industry does not con- 
trol itself under the cods.

in an interpretation of the code, he

Lancaster county, authorized Tues- 
day by the commissioners, the way 
was cleared for ditching ol Salt 
creek to avert a flood danger in 
the low area south of O street after 
completion of the new highway 
grade on the West O project 


This payment also supplies a 
needed source of dirt for the high- 
way project and clears up right-of- 
way difficulties which might have 
caused a hitch in construction 
plans, it was announced by County 
Engineer L. W. Weaver, 


The $500 is being paid to Barton 
Green for the use of a tract of land 
which he owns alongside the high- 
way project. For this payment, 
Green agrees to permit dirt to be 
taken from his property for the 
highway and to let the tract of 
land be used In the straightening 
of the creek channel. 


The arrangement is of material 
advantage to the county, Weaver 
said. While the highway work is a 
state project, the county is obliged 
to obtain right-of-way. The county 
also has a direct interest in mak- 
ing possible enlargement of Salt 
creek to get, flood waters beyond 
O street in that the county shops 
lie in a low area which would be 
the first to be flooded in case of 
biigh water.

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THE GHOST OF FASCISM. 


T 


HE long waited and delayed thrust of republi- 


can leadership against the Roosevelt adminis- 


tration made its appearance in the Lincoln day 
gatherings throughout the country. By a peculiar 
coincidence, which reflects -careful thought and plan- 
ning, direct criticism of the president, and 
of the 


specific features of the recovery program were con- 
spicuous by their absence. What actually took place 
was a series of addresses'in which veiled innuendo 
and insinuation were substituted for tangible, con- 
crete, definite attack. 
Perhaps the most outstanding republican spokes- 


man was Col. Frank Knox. of Chicago, publisher of 
the Chicago Daily News, who was the main feature 
of a. rally by Iowa republicans. Colonel Knox's con- 
tribution to national policy was a plea for return to 
national prosperity by means of a program "built on 
the firm foundation of our constitution and proved 
by experience with the past." Only a fortnight ago, 
the United States supreme court in considering a re- 
covery measure adopted by a state legislature" and 
signed by the governor of that commonwealth sug- 


' gested that the constitution was a growing document, 


and of necessity must be interpreted to meet the 
changing social and economic conditions which con- 
front a nation. 


• 
"I challenge without hesitation the thinly veiled 


intimations that come from the professional group 


. which now dominates the bureaucracy of Washing- 


ton, that popular government in America is a failure, 


- that the elected representatives of its people are in- 


competent to make is laws and that we must, if we 
would save ourselves, establish here a Fascism mod- 
eled after Mussolini or Hitler." 


The most 
charitable attitude 
to take is that 


<"Wonel Knox is seeing spooks. He has let his imagi- 
nation run away with him. He has conceded rthat in 
the face of a threat of Fascism, congress has abdi- 
cated and the supreme court of the United States, 
the second check against assumption of illegal and 
autocratic power by the executive branch of govern- 
ment, likewise has deserted its post of duty. Even 
more, he has suggested that 125 million people, in- 
telligent enough for self-government, as he and we 
concede freely, devoted to the principles of democra- 
cy, have surrendered their heritage and 
substituted 


therefor a form of Fascism. Were Mr. Roosevelt so 
inclined, which he is not. he could not destroy repre- 
sentative government without the consent of the 
governed. He could not assume the robes of a dicta- 
tor without the 
consent of the governed. Liberty 


lives within the individual and so long as the over- 
whelming majority of Americans dedicate themselves 
to principles of representative institutions of govern- 
ment there need be no fear of an overthrow of the 
system under which America has lived. 


But it follows naturally that, if the electorate' of 


this country itself abandons democratic government, 
not even such a magnetic leader as Franklin D. 
Roosevelt can stem the onrushing tide. 


There are symptoms in national life which justify 


apprehension and concern. We need be alert to the 
causes of those symptoms. And if Colonel Knox will 
recall the past to which he fondly refers, he will find 
the explanation of these symptoms responsible for 
the change hi public sentiment. They go back to an 
era of reckless speculation, to an orgy of riotous liv- 
ing, to a decade of careless, loose, and dishonest busi- 
ness and industrial practice, to a season when cau- 
tion was tossed to the winds and the homely virtues 
shoved out of the windows. Democracy to exist can- 
not smile upon practices which are dangerous. Com- 
munism on the one hand and Fascism breed and live 


:rnment and the socialist party 1* marked with 
iloodshed. and Is of .such a character as to arouse 
he deepest apprehension. Actually, the severity of 
.he hardship* endured by the Austrian people has 
Augmented the strength of the socialists enormously. 


It is not Austria, solely, however, which is 
the 


:ause for alarm. Events in Europe are shaping rap- 
'.dly in » fashion furnishing foundation for sweeping 
changes and possibly armed conflict. 
Governments 


have tottered and toppled, but instead of improve- 
ment, it has seemed that the new regimes have add- 
3d to a seething discontent. Here in this country for 
the time being, our* own troubles are being blotted 
out by the developments abroad. 
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FEBRUARY 13. 


M^EBRUARY 13 lives in history for numerous things 
JT other than the sensational and much heralded 
Gump-Destross wedding, though of course that is the 
big news of that date in 1934. 


Perhaps the most important event to occur on the 


big day was the introduction in the continental con- 
gress in 1776 of the first resolution looking to sepa- 
ration from England. The resolution proposed and 
discussed independence, but it did not appear to 
arouse much enthusiasm among the members and 
it was "laid on the table." Two months later North 
Carolina instructed its delegates to vote for 
Inde- 


pendence and the other colonies followed. Everyone 
knows what happened on July 4, not six months aft- 
er the first proposal was tabled. 


On February 13, 1795. the first state university In 


the nation was opened to students, it being located In 
North Carolina. The universities of 
Pennsylvania, 


Georgia, Vermont and Tennessee had been char- 
ered prior to that of North Carolina, but were not 
opened until later. 


The first magazine published on this continent 


made its appearance in Philadelphia on February 13, 
1741. 
It was called the American Magazine and its ' 


publisher had stolen the idea from Benjamin Frank- 
lin, whose own magazine made its first appearance 
three days later. He had unguardedly spoken of his 
intention of bringing out such a publication and one 
of his hearers beat him to it. The American Maga- 
zine lived three months and its publisher went broke. 
Franklin was able to publish his General Magazine 
for «'x months before suspending. 


The thirteenth is regarded by the superstitious as 


an unlucky day and perhaps that Is the reason the 
first independence resolution failed. It may also ac- 
count for the first American magazine having lived 
for but three months, while Franklin was able to 
keep his alive for twice that length of time. There 
will be few to 'believe so, however.

IS THIS A FAIR BREAK? 


OFFICIAL instructions issued by the United States 


internal revenue bureau for the information of 


income tax payers, which The Star and other news- 
papers are publishing at the request of the govern- 
ment, include the following: 


"Compensation of officers and employes of a state 


or any political subdivision thereof...is exempt from 
federal income tax." 


This immunity from payment of income tax, it Is 


explained, does not extend to public officers and em- 
ployes engaged in the performance of "proprietary 
functions," such as the operation and 
management 


of municipally owned - waterworks, electric light 
plants, or street railways. The theory is that these 
services are not strictly governmental in character, 
although the people rendering 
them are actually 


working for the state or local governments, just the 
same as the others. 


Disregarding the hairlike distinction thus drawn 


as between two groups of persons on the public pay- 
roll, it is hard to discern any element of fairness in 
the preferential treatment given to the favored class 
over private citizens particularly since the United 
States government does collect income tax from its 
own officers and employes, except judges and a few 
others. 


Under the prevailing regulation, the governor ol 


Nebraska and the judges of the state supreme court 
pay no federal income tax on their salaries of $7,500 
a year each, although any unmarried person must 
contribute something on his net income above $1,- 
000 and the head of a household is taxed on all he 
earns or makes in business over $2,500 a year. 


A dozen state officials and 35 district judges, with 


all their retinue of deputies, assistants, court report- 
ers, auditors, examiners, experts, and others drawing 
liberal salaries likewise escape the federal income tax. 
All county officers and their deputies and employes 
are also exempt, as are those of cities, villages, school 
districts, public institutions, and others fortunate 
enough to be holding public jobs. 


Legal quibbling aside, what justification in fair- 


ness or equity can be advanced for this gross favor- 
itism that exists under the present federal law and 
practices? 


Why should not governmental servants, above all 


other persons, who are the 
direct beneficiaries of 


taxation and other costs borne by the nation's citi- 
zenship in general, pay their proportionate share of 
the cost of conducting governmental activities? 


It is galling to the sense of justice of the man or 


woman in private life who marches up to the office 
of the federal revenue collector and pays his quota 
of national taxation to see thousands of others get- 
ting by without contributing a nickel simply because 
they are on public payrolls.

The fed- 
eral income tax situation is a good place to apply 
both of them.

But this variation is within 
relatively narrow Imits. from 90 to 
120.It is in disease that we find strik- 
ing variations. Of course, the dis- 
ease in which the amount of sugar 
in the blood increases greatly is 
diabetes, because in this dissa 
the body is unable to utilize sugar 
normally. It, therefore, accumulates 
and may get to great heights, such 
as 250-500 mg. On the other hand, 
when insulin, the substance which 
burns sugar, is introduced into the 
body, it may burn so much as to 
reduce the amount of sugar to a 
very low level—80-60. When this oc- 
curs definite symptoms, such as 
trembling and excessive sweating, 
occur. 
It is easy to see the usefulness of 
this test in medicine. In the first 
place, it enables us to make the 
differential diagnosis between true 
diabetes and false diabetes, 
also to control treatment.

A move of this sort would be 
a grave mistake, for history is a 
vital study in developing an appre- 
ciation of what national life mean, 
in its larger sense." 
Dr. Fling is professor of European 
history at the University of Ne- 
braska.
